line 12, insert "and the central point is defined by a radial line extending from said central 
axis pass through hole through the center of the closest hole in the middle section of the disk" 
after the word "disk". 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The instant invention is deemed to be directed to an unobvious improvement over the 
invention patented in Pat. 5,522,706. The improvement comprises an angle between the 
reference point of a slot and a central point of the closest hole of the series of holes is between 2 
and 10 sexagesimal degrees, and the reference is defined by an intersection of a central axis of 
the slot in a middle side section of the disk with an extension of a side surface of the outer 
portion, the axis of the slot being radial from an axial direction of the disk, and the central point 
is defined by a radial line extending from said central axis pass through hole through the center 
of the closest hole in the middle section of the disk. Patentable weight was given to the angle 
because of the of the scope of the invention, applicant disclosure that " numerous tests and 
analyses have been effected which have revealed that the relative portion of the vane with 
respect to the holes, is extremely important" on page 7 and that the positioning of the slots with 
respect to the holes achieves an unexpected result of "good resistance to cyclic stress and a 
sufficient useful life of the component" (page 8).
